paralyzed, leaving less. competition 
for markets in the Orient. « 

Possibly some of what I have 
said-will come true. Probably not. 
But whatever happens, I.can saf2- 
ly Say that there, have always 
been worse times and that histo! 
despite many setbacks, has always 
gone forward. May God grant: 
that its present slip backward 
will soon be corrected.,
